THE CRUISER SVERDLOV 

1 wonder how many people realised 
that the Russian cruiser Sverdlov, 
promimen({ at Spithead, is named after 
the first Jew ever to become President 
of a State. For it was at the end of 
1917 that Yaakov Sverdlov, the son 
of an engraver in Nizhny-Novogorod, 
was elected Chairman of the Executive 
of the All-Russian Soviet, thus becom- 
ing the President of the Soviet Socialist 
Republics, It was quite an achieve- 
ment for a man of only 32 years of age, 
and particularly for a Jew, since Jews 
generally had no right even to live 
in Moscow or St. Petersburg. Although 
his father was a religi ious man, who 
gave his three children Biblical names, 
Yaakov, aS a staunch follower of 
Lenin, was opposed to ~ Jewish 
nationalism, During his short term of 
office (he died in 1919 Sverdlov always 
wore a leather cap. leather coat. and 
leather trousers. He was often referred 
to as the “man in leather” and this 
attire soon became a Bol- 
shevik umform.

What a pleasure it is to walk into 
the Ben Uri Gallery and find the walls 
covered thick with pictures of the first 
rank.

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TESTING TIMES 


THE warm welcome given by the Council 
of the United Synagogue to Mr. FRANK 
SAMUEL upon his election as its President 
was doubtless in recognition not only of the 
qualities of mind and the record of service 
which have earned him this high honour, 
but also of his courage in taking over an 
onerous position in circumstances of unusual 
difficulty. The place which Sir ROBERT 
Watey Conen filled was one which he him- 
self had made exceptionally big, and the gap 
left by his passing was serious accordingly. 
Comparisons are unfair and imitations are 
The methods which 
Sir Ropert WaLey Couen used with success 
proceeded from his unusual personality ; his 
successor will prefer to shape his own tnstru- 
ments and must not be bound to those he 
has inherited. But Mr. SAMUEL cannot avoid 
the problems he has inherited, and in 
contemplating them he may well sigh for the 
summary methods by which his predecessor 
was able to impose some kind of unity upon 
jarring factions and personalities. At every 
turn Stresses can be sensed, even where, with 
the conflicting forces in a state of deadlock, 
any sort of progress 1s barred, and the con- 
jecture that they may lead to fissures in the 
community 1s unavoidable 


liable to be disastrous 


In the field of Jewish religious education 
the development of Jewish day schools, 
already long overdue, is being turther post- 
poned by differences between the London 
Board and the Jewish Secondary Schools 
Movement It is reasonable to infer that 
personalities--small personalities who are 
thinking of their own prestige-as much as 
strong personalities who insist on having 
their own way-—have no inconsiderable share 
in the making of this conflict, but a whole 
constellation of lay and ecclesiastical gentle- 
men can apparently do nothing to bridge the 
gap. Trest funds hie idle ; pupils go in want 
Of religious education ; new schools cannot 
be built-—until sectional conflicts have been 
fought out before the Ministry of Education. 

As regards shechita, separation has not 
vet come about. The recent flounderings of 
the London Board of Shechita when con- 
fronted with’ demands, reasonable’ or 
unreasonable, from. its .employees, must 
stimulate the public dismay now that one of 
the Board's subordinate employees, contrary 
to what appears to have been laid down at 
the time of his employment, has sought and 
obtained election to the hrghest office in one 
of the Board’s parent bodies, which office 
must give him substantial influence on the 
Board's atlairs. This situation must be of 
concern to the Honorary Officers of : the 
United Synagogue, but it has wider ramifica- 
tions, since the principle at stake Is one on 
which the Ecclesiastical Authorities gave a 
ruling which was published at the time. 
Obviously it would be a grave matter 
were that ruling to be ignored or the sense 
of the fit conduct of a religious institution 
to be overborne Another Sign of unease In 
the Shechita Board 1s the fatlure to make 
known publicly even a fortnight after its 
issue the fact that the ecclesiastical and lay 
tribunal set up some lume ago to Inquire into 
the demands of the shochetrm had issued its 
ruling 

Ihese are all matters about which the 
rabbinate might be expected to feel with 
great strength. At the organisational level 
the present situation should give the Eccle- 
siastical Authorities additional cause for 
apprehension. It is rumoured, for instance, 
that the Sefardim are resentful of the present 
state of affairs and may wish to reconsider 
their relationship to the Ashkenazi authori- 
ties , and there is a further rumour that the 
Lmon of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations 


are canvassing the idea of the creation of a 
separate Beth Din of their own. As far as 
the present Beth Din is concerned, the search 
for a wonder-dayan and the much-needed 
inquiry into administration seem both to be 
in abeyance. The underlying problems are 
making themselves felt, and the lay leaders 
of the community are likely to receive an 
early test in statesmanship 


The questions touched on above affect 
largely the synagogal bodies. But in the 
larger sphere, on the secular side, the Board 
of Deputies is relatively quiescent, and the 
problems to which it needs to apply itself 
contain little that should seriously divide the 
community. There is evidence, however, of 
constant internal manceuvring by a group 
which appears to look upon the Board not as 
an independent organ of the Anglo-Jewish 
community but as a device to further the 
policy of the World Jewish Congress. We 
are still far from a situation in which the 
secessions of 1948 might be repeated, but 
unless the leaders of the Board remain 
Strong it 1s impossible to tell when the situa- 
tion will get out of control. Here the effects 
of ten years of disunity are patent, and the 
contemplation of them should help to enlarge 
the vision and obliterate the self-seeking of 
all who are concerned with the religious and 
educational life of the community. 


BELGIUM & HOLLAND 


WE publish this week a supplement on 
Belgium and Holland. The Low Countries 
are separated from this country by a narrow 
strip of water, and have been in intimate 
commercial relattonship with it ever since the 
export of English wool became famous in 
the Middle Ages. Their fate has exercised 
a profound influence on British politics and, 
right down to the present day, has stirred 
the martial valour of its people. Turning to 
our own community, we find a special 
relationship with Holland which cannot be 
overlooked as long as we remember our own 
history. MENASSEH BEN IsrRaeke flourished in 
Holland, whence he came three centuries 
ago to plead with Cromwe tt for an invita- 
tion to the Jews to settle in England. 
MENASSEH returned home, but the congrega- 
tion which sprang into life at this time, 
from the first avowed its connection with 
Amsterdam, and when it came to build its 
present sanctuary in Bevis Marks it used 
the recently erected Portuguese synagogue 
in Amsterdam as its model. Of course more 
recent developments in Anglo-Jewish history 
have overlaid this relationship and have 
given our community a greater sense of kin- 
ship with the Kehillot of Germany and 
Eastern Europe Iherefrom springs a 
special point of contact with Antwerp, the 
most flourishing of the Jewish communities 
of modern Belgium 


The Jewries of the Benelux countries 
(Belgium, Holland, and |Luxembourg) were 
overwhelmed by the war. The situation in 
Holland was particularly painful, a com- 
munity which had lived peaceably for 
centuries and had occupied an honourable 
place in Dutch life being almost extermi- 
nated by the carefully laid schemes of a 
treacherous invader. To the small- group 
that survived, overwhelmed by memories of 
the past, whatever can be rebuilt can be only 
a shadow of the past. But they are clinging 
to what they can with a stubbornness which 
is woven into Dutch as well as Jewish 
history. The small Jewish community of 
Luxembourg also sutfered at the hands of 
the Nazis, but the Grand Duchy has more 
recently been the scene of a token of repara- 
tion on the part of the Germans witnessed 
by the agreement between Israel and 
Western Germany signed last September. 
(Incidentally, it is evidence of the dispersion 
of the Jewish community of this tiny country 
as well as of the bewildering variety of 
Jewish life in New York, that there should 
be a synagogue of Luxembourg Jews in 
Manhattan.) 


In all three Benelux countries the 
Sovereigns have shown a sympathetic interest 
in the problems of their Jewish subjects. 
The Zionist cause has evoked general sym-, 
pathy, and friendly relations have been main- 
tained with the State of Israel. These 
countries contain much that honours the 
Jewish past, and as they are so near at 
hand it should be relatively easy for us to 
cultivate acquaintance more strongly with 
these somewhat lonely Jewish communities. 


JEWISH DIVORCE 

THe Har-Shefi case, which is reported on 
page | and which was previousty com- 
mented upon by our Legal Correspondent 
when the case was originally before the 
Courts, has now been concluded. The result 
is an important one not only for Mrs. Har- 
SHEFI, who can now legally remarry, but 
also for the community generally. Mr. 
Justice Pearce, after having heard expert 
evidence on the Jewish law of divorce trom 
Dr. I. GRUNFELD, the senior Dayan of the 
London Beth Din, declared that the English 
Court would recognise as a valid divorce 
the only form of divorce which ts open to 
a person of the Jewish faith domiciled in 
Israel. A divorce which is valid according 
to the law of the State of Israel ts a Get, 
which may be given before any recognised 
Beth Din anywhere in or outside the con- 
fines of the State of Israel. In this case, 
the Get was given before the London Beth 
Din, but the whole question turned upon 
what was the domicile of the husband— 
which was Israeli—at the date of the Get. 
In order that the decision can be _ fully 
appreciated, it must be stressed that domicile 
means a persons permanent home, irrespec- 
tive of his nationality. Domicile is distinct 
from residence, which may be temporary, 
however long-standing. (In many cases, 
of course, domicile and residence are 
in fact the same.) Ihe functions of 
the London Beth Din have now become 
of considerable importance in this. type 
of divorce case. Until the present time it 
could not be said that any Get given 
before it had any validity as a divorce 
according to English Yaw: at the most it 
enabled the parties to consider themselves 
unmarried only according to Jewish. law, 
but they could not legally marry again. If 
English law were to be satisfied, an exist- 
ing Marriage could not be properly dissolved 


without a civil divorce in the English Court, 


irrespective of a religious divorcee. And 
this still holds true of Jews domiciled in 
England. The judgment in the Har-Shefi 
case has altered the position to a certain 
extent only. . Nevertheless, a Get given in 
London or elsewhere outside the confines 
of the State of Israel by a Beth Din which 
would not be recognised as competent by 
Israel—that is to say, a Beth Din composed 
of non-Orthodox dayanim (which sounds 
like a contradiction in terms but. may be 
explained as an Ecclesiastical Court set up 
by the Reform or Liberal movements), 
would presumably not dissolve the marriage 
according to the Jewish law- now accepted, 
and under English law the parties would 
not be able to remarry, unless, again, of 
course, they had a civil divorce. With the 
new responsibility which is placed on the 
seth Din it becomes even more important 
that this ancient Court of the community 
should be adequ itely equipped LO discharge 
iis manifold duties and that its independence 


should not only be preserved but should 


continue to be made manifest, 


COMMONWEALTH CONTACTS 


[HIS week the Rev. Dr. ABRAHAM COHEN 
left for a visit to South Africa. where he 
will represent the Board of Deputies at the 
celebration of the jubilee of its opposite 
number in the Union and make a strenuous 
lecture tour of the sub-continent. It is gratify- 
ing that the Anglo-Jewish community canthus 
associate itself with an important anniversary 
in the life of South African Jewry. It is-to 
the good also that during the Coronation 
season means should have been found of 
bringing together members of the various 
Commonwealth communities. There has 
been a series of banquets at which Common- 
wealth guests have been welcomed: the 
Maccabeans, Jews’ College, and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association sponsored events ‘of this 
kind, while, through the courtesy of Mr. 
BARNETT JANNER, M.P., the Board of Depu- 
ties was able to entertain a number of 
representative visitors at a luncheon in the 
House of Commons. Every opportunity 
Should be taken to renew and strengthen 
these contacts. Though the separate com- 
munities are divided or even isolated by 
distance, many of their problems have a 
common origin. Particularly in the field of 
higher Jewish education and the training of 
religious leaders is there room for a common 
effort. Our own community would benefit 
from the fresh breezes that blow across the 
seas, and out of the educational facilities 
with which the country abounds and which 
are the envy of other communities, it could 
if it wished, build something that could be 
usefully projected abroad.

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BELGIUM AND HOLLAND 


THE COMMUNITY BRUSSELS 


By JONATHAN KLIEGER 


HERE are no precise statistics 
of the Jewish population of 
Brussels, since the Legislative 
Chamber of the Belgian Senate 
makes no distinction in regard to 
religion or race. But it ts estimated 
that of the 25,000 Jews living in 
Belgium some 15,000—60 per cent 
live in Brussels.

The ftorganisation of the com- 
munity soon began. One salutary 
effect of the war was that from the 
various congregations there emerged 
a united community and a_ unified 
Shechita, but the two principal con- 
gregations, Shomre: Hadass and the 
Machsike Hadass, remain autonomous, 
particularly on the question of educa- 
tion and the rabbinate. It is hoped, 
however, that there will be unanimity 
on the question of appointing a new 
rabbi for both congregations. There 
are three cemeteries (which — are 
on Dutch sol, as in Belgium 
no land ts granted for burial grounds 
in perpetuity), and there still 
one in Antwerp. Ihe two Jewish 
day schools, which existed before the 
war, were reopened , both are recog- 
nised by the -Government,. which 
defrays the cost of the teachers for 
secular education. One teaches Jewish 
subjects im Hebrew and the other in 
Yiddish [he State also grants sub- 
ventions to synagogues, as to other 
religious bodies. There ts a Yeshiva 
near Antwerp, where, in beautiful and 
salubrious surroundings, some 60 
youths receive Talmudic training; 
they are also given an opportunity to 
learn professions. 

Ihe central organisation of Jewish 
charities has been re-established and 
it is doing splendid work. The Mac- 
cabi is a vigorous body with a number 
of sports sections. The Ort has an 
active branch in the'city, and a Jewish 
bank grants interest-free loans to 
small traders and workers. The B'nai 
Brith has recently tnaugurated two 
lodges. in Antwerp. for men and 
women, and the next European con- 
ference is to be held in the city at the 
end of August 


Interest in Israel 


Ihe Zionist movement is. again 
active, including Wizo, and interest in 
Israc]. was recently demonstrated by 
the enthusiastic reception given to Mr. 
Sprinzak, the Speaker ot the Knesset. 
As before, Antwerp is a stronghold of 
Orthodoxy, and it is computed that it 
has proportionately the largest num- 
ber of religious Jews of any city. The 
Aguda, an active movement with a 
strong womens group, has much 
influence on certain sections of the 
community. 

In spite of its ordeal in the war and 
its depleted numbers, the Antwerp 
Jewish community is again showing 
great activity. It recently 
appointed Cantor Kraus, of Israel, 
who has gained great popularity, and 
another rabbi from America is shortly 
to be designated. He is to take the 
place of Rabbi S. Brot, now in Israel. 

Although the Nazis have left behind 
a legacy of antisemitism which it ts 
difficult to eradicate, relations between 
the Jews and their non-Jewish neigh- 
bours continue to be satisfactory. 

In addition to Antwerp and 
Brussels, there are small Jewish com 
munities in Liége, Ghent. and Char- 
lerol In Ostend, where there was 
before the war a small community, 
with the late Rev. Friedlander as its 
spiritual guide, the number of Jewish 
residents has dwindled to a handful 
The synagogue, the only permanent 
one on the coast, is now open only on 
festivals and during the season. In 
Knocke-Zoute there are large Jewish 
hotels where services are held in the

POST-WAR BELGIAN JEWRY 


By a Special Correspondent 


ECAUSE of the helpful atti- 
tude of the non-Jewish 
population, 18,000 of Bel- 

gium’s 80,000 Jews surviVed the Nazi 
occupation. Adults were hidden in 
attics, cellars, and farms, and their 
children in Catholic homes and 
institutions. But the ancient Jewish 
community in Antwerp sutlered 
severely because of the war-time 
hostility of the Flemish-speaking 
population. 

The many refugees from Ger- 
many among the survivors were at 
first classified as “*“Germans” and 
a number were detained. Foreign 
Jews also found great difficulty in 
earning a living and British and 
American, as well as local, organisa- 
tions granted aid to these people 

But though the Government was 
reluctant to regularise the position ot 
the many aliens in the country, it gave 
asvlum after the war to large numbers 
of Jewrsh refugees who reinforced a 
community. which had further 
reduced by the emigration of several! 
thousand people, mainly youths, to 
Israel, Australia, and countries in the 
Western Hemisphere 


Children in Christian Homes 


Many of the 2,000 Jewish children 
brought up by Christians during the 
war were subsequently transferred to 
Jewish institutions, though a number: 
are believed to have remained. volun- 
tarily or otherwise, in non-Jewish 
homes and convents. The courts gave 
no encouragement to Christian foster 
parents: in [946 they set a precedent 
by ordering the return ol baptised 
Jewish orphan who had been hidden 
by Christians. 

[here has been no serious problem 
of antisemitism in post-war Belgium 
apart from occasional: anti-Jewish 
propaganda and sporadic activity by 
the fascist Rexist movement. now 
operating underground. One of the 
last acts of the Rexists during the 
occupation was to disfigure the oul 
side ‘of Great. Svnagogue.. in 
Brussels. which was otherwise 
unharmed. In July, 1946. fascists 
raided another synagogue tn Brussels 
causing extensive damage. \ few 
months later police unearthed a secret 
Rexist group, which was preparing an 
antisemitic campaign throughout the 
country. 

Ihe revival of nationalism tn 
Western Germany in 1949 resulted tn 
a whispering campaign against Jews 
and encouraged fascist elements to 
launch -an antisemitic campaign 
through the = dispatch of abusive 
leaflets. At the same time, former 
collaborators employed in the Belgian 
civil service made .efforts to block 
applications for naturalisation trom 
Belgian-born children of foreign 
parents. It was also noted that cer- 


tain munic palities still observed the 
decree promulgated by the Nazis 
requiring them to keep special regis- 
ters for Jews and to stamp their 
identity cards with the words “ Juif- 
lood ("Jew in French and Flemish). 
But possibly because of the general 
difficulties facing aliens in obtaining 
labour and residential permits, Jews tn 
Belgium have occasionally been hyper- 
sensitive to anv alleged or real mani- 
festation of antisemitism. 

One of the happiest features of post- 


war life has been the friendly relation. 
ship between the community and 
Queen Elisabeth the Queen Mothe, 
who has frequently graced Jewij<h 
gatherings by her presence. lhe 
Queen, it will be recalled, proteste 
to the Nazis against the deportation 
of Belgian Jews.

CENTRALISING DUTCH JEWRY 


By DAVID PELA 


HE remnants of Dutch Jewry 

which, like other Jewish com- 

munities in Hitler Europe. 
lost most of its members in the gas- 
chambers of Auschwitz, have, since 
the war, bravely striven to rebuild 
their communal life from its shat- 
tered foundations. 

The liberation found the com- 
munity decimated and destitute: 
official statistics show that 104,000 
of the 120,000 Dutch Jews deported 
perished in captivity. The pre-war 
community of 140,000 (including 
20,000 refugees) was reduced to

The gaps between the houses are caused by the demolition of the 
residences of Jews who were deported in the winter of 1944-45, 


about 20,000, many of them hall- 
Jews or persons who had contracted 
mixed marriages. It is, however, 
difficult to estimate accurately the 
size of the Jewish population: many 
Jews are reluctant to register as 
such, because lists of Jews were used

The situation of the | survivors 
improved as certain real estate, stocks, 
and shares stolen by the Nazis were 
returned under the Legal Adjustment 
Act, and furniture and jewellery were 
handed back by non-Jewish iriends 
But on the whole the restoration of 
property progressed slowly. 


Renewed Activities 


Zionist and communal activities 
were revived soon after the war in 
Amsterdam. the main Jewish centre 
where the former ghetto was occupied 
(during the Nazi régime) by Christians 
Jewish newspapers began to uppeus 
and hachshara centres were. estab 
lished for the many people who 
wanted to emigrate. In 1946 the 
Miinicipality decided to rebuild the 
Jewish quarter, where nearly half. of 
the 1,700 houses and 730 small shops 
had been destroved.

THE SINAITIC 
REVELATION 


Biblical Interpretations 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLI 
From Rabbi Dr. lL. EPSTEIN 


Sirn.—The Rev. Simon Goldberg, in 
his letter in your issue of last week, 
has evidently fallen into the common 
error of confusing spiritual imponder- 
ables with the popular forms in which 
they must be expressed if they are 
to be understood at all. 

It is this confusion which leads him 
to suggest that neither the Talmudic 
Tanna, Rabbi Jose, no: Rashi, nor 
Maimonides considered the belief mm the 
historicity of the Sinaitic Revelation to 
be of fundamental importance in Judaism. 
A litle clearer thinking on the subject. 
however, should make him realise that 
these teachers, in the passages he quotes 
from them, were concerned merely with 
the interpretation of the terms and 
phrases in which the Biblical account of 
the Revelation is presented, and not with 
the event itself, which they accepted as 
an historical fact, to be neither ques- 
tioned nor doubted. and as the basis 
of all their beliefs and teachings. 

As to Mr. Goldberg's question regard- 
ing the character of “ other revelations.” 
the possibility of which, | stated in the 
article under discussion, 1s not denied by 
Judaism, the answer is that they, too. 
may be direct. Yet in so far as they 
involve an individual experience, and not 
the collective experience of a whole 
people as at Sinai, they are all tainted 
with a subiectivism which, to say the 
least, renders them naturally suspeci 
without some objective corroboration of 
their claims. 

To equate, as Mr. Goldberg seems to 
do, révelation with “ our beticr prompt- 
ings to goodness and our finer feelings 
for righteousness "" may be good “ Pro 
gressive doctrine, but is, nevertheless, 
a fallacy which | have attempted to 
expose, incidentally, in the article referred 
to, aS well as, im a more direct manne! 
in a letter which appeared in the June 
issue of “The Liberal Jewish Monthly.”

Creating a Strong Beth Din 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—May I be permitted to com- 
ment upon several seemingly diverse 
matters appearing in your issue of 
last week and to correlate their signifi- 
cance as symptoms of a_ general 
malaise, if not worse, which is attack- 
ing the norm. of Jewish Orthodoxy.

On the other hand the fulminations of 
Mr. Lawrence Elyan against the “ petty 
jcalousies, conceit, and arrogance ofl 
many Orthodox Rabbanim and the diz- 
nified contumely of the Reverend Mr.

the quest of truth may harm the farthful 
masses, Should limit its membership and 
keep its meetings closed. To foist upon 
it the harmless geniality and back-slap- 
ping spirit of a charity bazaar is to harm 
vet further the heroic mission of Jewish 
intellectual honesty. 

Nor will we strengthen the solidarity 
of the Jewish community in the face of

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LETTERS OF QUEEN MARY 


By a Special Correspondent 


OME correspondence between 

Her late Majesty Queen Mary 

and Mr. Paul Emden is printed 
below. The letters, of course, 
throughout were written to Mr. 
Emden by Queen Mary's Ladies-in- 
Waiting. They show Her Majesty's 
deep interest in Jewish as well as 
non-Jewish historical subjects. 

There are indications that Mr. 
Emden had come under Queen Mary's 
notice before the publication of his 
first book, * Behind the Throne.” This 
was definitely the case when, in 1934. 
it was published. The Queen read the 
book, and a reference to the King’s 
reading it 1s contained in a book by 
John Gore on “ King George V.” 

In- 1944 Mr. Emden sent a cop, 
of “ Jews of Britain ™ to Queen Mary 
A formal acknowledgment was 
received. It stated: “ H.M. is pleased 
to accept [it] and will read [it] with 
great interest \ short while later 
Queen Mary met a Jewish lady and 
in the course of the conversation the 
Queen is said to have asked her 
whether she knew “ Jews of, Britain ” 
and Mr. Emden. The answer was in 
the affirmative 

Queen Mary is then reported to 
have said that she had always believed 
that Jews had come to England only 
in comparatively recent times and had 
been greatly astonished to learn that 
some fumiulres had Hpecn the 
country for centuries. Ihe book,” 
she added. “has so greatly interested 
me that I sent it to the King to read.” 
(ihe King Was George Vi) 

Vindicating George Ul 

Early in 1945 Mr 
copy olf an essay on 
Historians and a Roval 
a vindication of, in- his 
much-maligned monarch. As he knew 
that Queen Marvy thought a great deal 
ol her great-grandiather. he wrote ask- 
ing whether she would like to read it. 
He added that he had not a COPY oO! 
his own, but only one from the Lon- 
don Library. and that he was rathe 
difident in sending a book from a 
lending library to a Queen. 

Mr. Emden received a reply from 
Queen Mary's Lady-in-Waiting. who 
Stated that she was commanded by\ 
H.M. to thank him very much for his 


Emden read a

letter and to tell him that H.M. 
‘would be most interested,’ as the 
title “sounds most illuminating and, 
coming from America, is of particular 
account.” The letter added that H.M. 
would like to read it very much 
indeed. 

Mr. Emden sent the book. and when 
it was returned (on June 6, 1945) Mr. 
Emden received a further letter, tn 
which it was stated that Queen Mary 
‘was both interested and glad that 
some justice should be done to a King 
who, whatever his faults, had his sub- 
jects’ welfare deeply at heart.” 

The Neve ZUERICHER ZEITUNG pub- 
lished in June, 1946, in the German 
language, an article on Constantin von 
Neurath, in 1930 Ambassador in Lon- 
don and in 1932 Foreign Minister, 
with whom the Queen, as Mr. Emden 
knew, was well acquainted. 

He sent her the article. and in a 
letter which he received, dated July 2. 
1946. he was informed that H.M. had 
been interested by the article on von 
Neurath “-which, as you say, 1s written 
with real discrimination. I think many 
people who knew him here,” the letter 
continued, “were surprised by his 
subservience to Hitler and the Naz! 
régime. Alas! one of the things that 
seems most ‘wrong’ with Germany 
was the inability to criticise a fiendish 
national policy, as long as was suc- 
eessful—lack of real principle in fact ! 
and the disowning of Hitlers philo- 
sophy mow is not very impressive.” 


Queen Victoria's Courier 


On October 3, 1947, Mr. Emden 
published in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE! 
“an historical fragment” on “ Poor 


Good Kanné.” Queen  Vittorias 
Courier. In May, 1948, he sent it to 
Queen Mary In a letter sent to Mr. 
Emden. dated May 28. 1948. it was 
stated: “| am commanded by Queen 
Mary to thank vou very much. for 
letter of the 25th Mav and to 
tell you that Her Mayesty is greatls 
interested by vour researches into the 
career ot “Old Kanneé Ihe letter 
added that Queen Mary was “one ol! 
the few people now alive who actually 
knew and saw Kanné! In 1878, at 
the age of 11.” the letter went on, 
Queen Mary had “travelled to Rum- 
penheim (near Frankfort on Main) to 
Stav with some Hessian relations. and 
went with the Princess of Wales (alter- 
wards Queen Alexandra) and her 
daughters to Brussels and Cologne. 
Kanne was upset because the Princess 
of Wales had not told him. that 
another room would be required [for 
her] in the hofel at Cologne.” (What 
a memory !-——that was written 70 years 
after the event.) The letter ends with 
the remark that she was “ delighted tp 
have vour account of Kanné, and 
thinks vou will be interested bv these 
details.” 

As Queen Mary is mentioned in“ So 
Far. So C;ood by I Norris. and 
Mr. Emden thought that it had not 
come under her notice. he sent it to

her. The reply (of November 29, 
1949) again shows the deep unde: 
standing with which she—then 8&2 


vears of age-——read and digested books. 
“It emphasises,” the. letter from 
Queen Mary's Lady-in-Waiting stated, 
“the gulf that separates present-da\ 
lite trom the leisured existence at the 
end of last century. The book. is 
lightly. and pleasantly written.” and 
she added that she “ remembers clear|\ 
the reception of the American editors

The marked change in the type of 
aid required by Jews in overseas 
countries is emphasised in the annual 
report of the American Joint Distri- 
bution Committee, just issued here, 
which shows that only $1,400,000, or 
Six per cent of the current budget 
of $25,491 000, will be used for immi- 
gration purposes compared with 
$25,500,000 (nearly SO per cent of the 
budget) in 1949. 

Nearly half this year's budget 
($12.100.000) will be devoted to the 
Malben programme in Isracl, that is 
giving aid to aged, sick, and handicapped 
immigrants. ‘ith its present budget the 
“Jom” will be able to help 185,000 
Jews in about 20 countries. 

Dealing with the agency's 
rescttiement, and rehabilitation work, 
Mr. Moses A. Leavitt, the Executive 
Vice-President. said in the report that in 
1952 it became clear that the. period of 


relief. 


mass assisiance was giving way to new 
and varied individual problems. The 
shift in emphasis meant a change from 
the mass feeding and mass medical care 
of the carly post-war years to individual 
long-range welfare services for the bene- 
fit of the young, the aged, the sick, and 
the handicapped 

In 1953, he added, the “ Joint” must 
tackle three main problems: the expan- 
sion of Malben facilities in Israel to cater 
for the thousands of newcomers requiring 
assisiance : extension of the aid given to 
80.000 “ half-starved children’ in Mos- 
lem countries: and solving the problems 
of the “ hard-core™ cases among the 
D.P.s. In Israel, the “Joint” intended 
to house an additional 2.000 “ hard- 
core’ cases; in North Africa it would 
expand child-feeding programmes, esiab- 
lish trachoma control centres, and help to 
set up modern educational facilities for 
thousands of children. 

Continued aid had also to be provided 
to 15,000 D.P.s in Germany, Austria, and 
Italy, to 25.000 Jews in France, and 
smaller groups in seven other European 
countries.

ROSENBERG CASE 
Supreme Court Meets

WASHINGTON, Thursday 

A special session of the United 
States Supreme Court has been con- 
vened for 5 p.m. (British Summer 
Time) to-day to review the stay of 
execution granted yesterday by Justice 
Douglas to Julius and Ethel Rosen- 
berg, who were due to be executed at 
11 o'clock tonight, corresponding with 
4 a.m. to-morrow (B.S.T.), their 14th 
wedding anniversary, for passing secret 
atomic information to Russia. 

The decision by Chief Justice Vinson 
to convene a special sitting of the 
Supreme Court came shortly after Mr. 
Brownell, the Attorney-General, had 
demanded a reversal of the ruling by the 
full court, which had previously rejected, 
by five votes to four, a plea by the 
Rosenbergs for a stay of execution. Mr. 
Brownell described Justice Douglas's 
decision as “ unprecedented.” 

Justice Douglas based his decision on 
the legal question of whether the Rosen- 
hergs were tried and sentenced under the 
proper law. In a statement accompany- 
ing his decision, he said that he had the 
power to grant a stay after the Supreme 
Court. itself had refused to do so, if it 
was on grounds not considered before by 
the court. He said he based his action 
on a point not previously raised in 
appeals to the High Court 


Sentence “ Unlawfully Imposed 


The Rosenbergs, he said, were 
indicted in 1951 under the Espionage Act 
for a conspiracy said to have continued 
from 1944 to 1950, and for overt acts 
said to have been committed in 1944 and 
1945. But the Atomic Energy Act came 
into force on August 1, 1946. “* From 
the face of this law,’ he added, “ the 
District Court is without power to impose 
the death penalty except upon recom- 
mendation of the jury and where the 
offence was committed with an intent to 
injure the United States. Neither con- 
dition is Satisfied in this case, as the jury 
did not recommend the death penalty nor 
did the indictment charge that the offence 
was committed with an intent to injure 
the United States. If the Atomic Energy 
Act applies, the District Court unlawfully 
imposed the death sentence.” 

A few hours after the decision was 
announced Congressman Wheeler 
(Georgia) introduced a motion in the 
House of Representatives to impeach 
Justice Douglas “for high crimes and 
misdemeanours in office.” 

In the past week President Eisenhower 
has received hundreds of messages from 
many countries. including Britain, Isracl. 
France, Switzerland, Belgium, Italy. Chile, 
and Guatemala, urging clemency for 
the Rosenbergs. On Tuesday the 
President received a group of clergymen 
who pleaded with him to spare the lives 
of the condemned couple. The delega- 
tion said the President indicated he would 
not commute the death sentences.

MUNICIPAL STRIKE 
IN JERUSALEM 


Salaries Unpaid

JERUSALEM 

Jerusalem's streets are littered with 
garbage as the result of a week-old 
strike by all municipal workers, 
except teachers, The Mayor is the 
only office worker still continuing his 
duties. 

Adding to the discomfort of the local 
inhabitants is one of the hottest and most 
uncomfortable Chamsins of the year. The 
risk of disease is increasing, and already 
there has been a steep rise in the num- 
ber of cases of infantile paralysis. 

The strike is sponsored by the Histadrut, 
and the workers have rejected all pleas 
to return until prompt payment of their 
last month's salaries ts forthcoming. 

The Mayor has appealed to the 
Government to intervene. He has also 
asked the Ministry of Defence to send 
the Army to clean up the strects and 
empty the dust — bins. He suggests 
that the soldiers drive lorries through 
the streets and the inhabitants them- 
selves throw their refuse into the trucks. 
so that soldiers should “ not be reduced 
to scavengers.” 

The deplorable situation looks like 
continuing, and it 1s even possible that 
the city will be faced with a wate: 
shortage, as the Mayor disclosed on Tues- 
day that there was no moncy availabic 
to pay the Mekeroth Water Company 
and the electric Corporations who. last 
month, stopped pumping water for a few 
days until their bills had been met. The 
Mayor has appealed to the Minister of 
the Interior to use his good offices with 
these companies to persuade them to 
wait for their money and not withhold

Professor Albert Einstein has stated 
that he would refuse to testify if 
called upon to appear before a Con- 
gressional investigating committee. In 
a letter made public last Friday he 
urged all intellectuals called before 
such committees to take a similar 
stand. 

In reply to a letter from Mr. William 
Frauenglass, a New York high school 
teacher who is facing dismissal because 
fhe refused to testify before the Senate 
Internal Security sub-committee, Profes- 
sor Einstein said that every intellectual 
must be prepared for gaol and economic 
ruin, in short for the sacrifice of his 
personal welfare in the interest of the 
cultural welfare of his country. He 
added : 

“It is shameful for a blameless citizen 
to submit to such an inquisition. This

kind of inquisition violates the spirit of 
the Constitution. 

“The reactionary poljficians have 
managed to insti! a suspicion of all intel- 
lectual efforts into the public by dangling 
bekore their eyes a danger from without.” 

Having succeeded so tar, they were 
now proceeding to suppress the freedom 
of teaching and to deprive of their posi- 
tions all those who did not prove sub- 
missive—that is to starve them, 

Advocating non-cooperation “in the 
sense of Gandhi's movement,” Professor 
Einstein said that if enough people were 
ready to take the grave step of refusing 
to testify before t investigating com- 
mittees they would be successful. “ If 
not,’ he concluded, “then the intellec- 
tuals of this country deserve nothing 
better than the slavery which is intended 
for them.” 

The American Committee for Cultural

* ill-considered and irresponsible,”
